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REMARKS 

Amendments to the Claims 

Upon entry of the foregoing amendment, claims 1-6, 8-44, 46, 47, and 51-64 are 
pending in the application. Claims 7, 45, and 48-50 have been withdrawn in view of the 
restriction requirement. 

/. Election of Claims 

In the Office Action, the Examiner indicated that claims 1-4, 12, 14, 22-30, 37, 39-44, 
and 47 are generic. The Examiner also required an election between the inventions as follows 
should no generic claim be held to be allowable: 

I. Figures 1-5 drawn to a magnetically enhanced convection heat sink with a 
permanent magnet serving as a magnetic source and a magnetic gap that increases in the 
direction of the flow of cooling air. 

II. Figures 6-7 drawn to a magnetically enhanced convection heat sink with a 
electromagnet serving as a magnetic source and a magnetic gap that increases in the direction 
of the flow of cooling air. 

III. Figures 8-9 drawn to a magnetically enhanced convection heat sink with either a 
permanent magnet or an electromagnet serving as a magnetic source and a constant magnetic 

gap. 

IV. Figures 10-1 1 drawn to a magnetically enhanced convection heat sink with either 
a permanent magnet or an electromagnet serving as a magnetic source and a magnetic gap 
that decreases in the direction of the flow of cooling air. 

The Applicants hereby elect Group II, Figures 6-7 in the current application. The 
Applicants hereby reserve the right to prosecute the non elected groups, Groups I, III, and IV in 
a divisional application. In addition to generic claims 1-4, 12, 14, 22-30, 37, 39-44, and 47, 
claims 5, 6, 8-11, 13, 15-21, 31-36, 38, 46, and 51-64 read on the elected invention. 
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//. Conclusion 

All of the stated grounds of rejection have been properly traversed, accommodated, or 
rendered moot. Applicant therefore respectfully requests that the Examiner reconsider all 
presently outstanding rejections and that they be withdrawn. It is believed that a full and 
complete response has been made to the outstanding Office Action, and as such, the present 
application is in condition for allowance.
